An Overseer of Bowdoin and 
a member of the class of 1927, 
Mr. Carter has won many hon- 
ors for his eloquent advocacy 
of reason in seeking solutions 
for the race problems of his 
homeland. In 1946 he was aw- 
arded a Pulitzer Prize for his 
éditérials in his newspaper, the 
Greenville, Miss. Delta Demo- 
erat-Times, ; 

Mr, Carter is the seventh dis- 
tingnished son of Bowdoin to 
reveive the Prize, which this 
year amounts to some $5,700. 
The Prize was established in 
1933 xe a memorial to William 
J, Curtis, L1,D., of Bowdoin’s 
CInag of 1875, by his wife and 
children. . 

Unless the Western white 
mon ent aceammodate political 
ly and economically to the pres 
sures of the dark-skinned peo- 
plerand lielp lead the way now, 
wo will certainly not Jead a 
generation. henes,”?
